reuse  of  Brooklyn's  polluted  canal  (1982),  Food 
for  the  Soup  Kitchens  -  exhibition  and 
performance  series  to  raise  funds  for  the 

homeless  (1983),  Adam's  House  in  Paradise  - 
alternative  housing  projects  designed  to  save 
"The  Garden  of  Eden"  in  New  York  City  from  its 
Housing  Authority  (1984),  Homeless  at  Home  (in¬ 
progress),  What's  To  Be  Done  With  Tilted  Arc,

Gallery  to  the  Rescue 
Of  the  Garden  of  Eden 

The  Storefront  Gallery  of  an  and 
architecture,  at  51  Pnnce  Street,  has 
come  to  the  aid  of  the  Garden  of 
Eden,  the  circular  labynnth  garden 
created  on  a  bumed-out  lot  on  the 
Lower  East  Side. 

The  gallery's  owners,  Glenn  Weiss 
and  Kvong  Park,  leaped  into  action 
this  summer  when  they  learned  that 
the  New  York  City  Housing  Authonty 
would  destroy  the  garden  at  year’s 
end  to  build  a  housing  project  on  the 
site.  The  garden  must  be  destroyed 
by  Jan.  1,  the  city  said,  or  a  Federal 
deadline  would  pass  and  J13  million  in 
aid  marked  for  the  new  housing  would 
be  lost. 

The  garden  is  the  creation  of  Adam 
Purple,  Who  lives  in  an  abandoned 
city-owned  building  next  to  the  gar¬ 
den,  which  he  put  together  himself 
with  soil  made  from  a  mixture  of 
crumbling  bricks,  rotting  wood  and 
manure  trom  the  horses  that  draw 
cabs  in  Central  Park. 

Responding  to  the  threatened  de¬ 
struction  of  the  garden,  Mr.  Weiss 
and  Mr.  Park  sent  a  message  to  more 
than  100  architects  around  the  world, 
asking  them  to  design  a  housing 
project  that  would  both  satisfy  the 
city’s  needs  and  save  the  garden 

In  response,  the  gallery  received  20 
architectural  models  and  designs 
from  Hungary,  Israel,  Japan  and  the 
United  States,  all  of  whicn  are  on  dis¬ 


play  through  Sunday.  The  designs 
range  lrom  the  fantastic  to  the  practi- 
calTZvi  Hecker,  for  example,  an  ar¬ 
chitect  trom  Budapest,  submitted  a 
design  in  which  the  garoen  is  sur¬ 
rounded  by  tree-shaped  buildings, 
botn  conifers  and  deciduous,  such  as 
he  has  built  m  Hungary. 

Lebbeus  Woods,  a  New  York  build¬ 
ing  designer,  oilers  a  plan  tor  a  semi¬ 
circular  building,  echoing  the  Garden 
of  Eden’s  circularity,  to  be  placed  in  a 
vacant  lot  across  the  street.  And 
Uttam  Jam,  a  Bombay  architect,  pro¬ 
posed  a  stadium-like  structure  sur¬ 
rounding  the  garden  in  a  sketch  that 
is  labeled  “Let’s  not  have  Adam 
thrown  out  of  Paradise  again!” 

These  creative  proposals  notwith¬ 
standing,  Mr.  Weiss  and  Mr.  Park 
have  met  with  Federal  and  city  offi¬ 
cials  and  proposed  one  simple  but, 
they  believe,  practical  plan  —  to 
move  two  of  t^e  proposed  18  housing- 
project  buildings  from  the  garden  site 
loan  empty  block  across  the  street.  . 

Until  the  Storefront  show,  the  Hous¬ 
ing  Authority's  press  spokesman,  Val 
Coleman,  remained  steadfast  against 
the  garden  and  took  every  opjxir- 
tumty  to  proclaim  his  preference  for 
“People,  not  petunias.”  But  the  au¬ 
thonty  has  applied  for  a  six-month 
extension  on  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment's  deadline  in  order  to  study  al¬ 
ternative  designs  for  the  site.  And 
Mr.  Coleman  has  mellowed  his  mes¬ 
sage  a  bit.  “The  situation,”  he  now  al- 
i  lows,  “is  fluid.”
